\Va8HINOTON, Dec. 11— llr. Harris 
(Dom., Teuu.), pri'sidcut jno tfiu, called 
the senate to order yeuturday in the ub- 
■enoe of Vloe PtMident SteveuBon, who 
has not jet retimed from AeheTllle, N. 
C.( where he is with hit family. Sea- 
aton Hill, Blackburu and Carey were 
in their teats fDr thu liii^t time this 
lesbioa. 

Mr. Call (Dum, . Flu. ) jirenontcd a res- 
olution Bettinjj torth tliiit tlu- iiidepeiid- 
euoe of the Islaud of Cub.i is an object 
of groat importance to tho United States 
and requestiuf; the prctiiileut to cuai- 
lueucu negotiatioua witli Spain for the 
recogaitiou of the iudoiuMulcnuo of the 
island and tor the guarantee by kho 
United States of the puyiucut of such a 
sum of mouey as shall be u)<reed ou btt- 
twet^u the United Statt s and bpaiu. 
The resolution went over. 

Mr. Cull also presented a resolution 
declaring that the f urtlier prosecution 
of the war botwoou China and Japan 
will not b*? udvantaj^uous to the peaoe 
of civilization and that the luterusts ef 
the world require that all govorumenta 
shall unite in ue^'otiatiug with Japan 
and China for tin; turiiim.ition of the 
war. Without diaoosaiou the retoln- 
tionwas referred to the eominmee on 
forcigu relation!. 

Mr. Allen (Rep., Neb.) called up liis 
reaolntiou iutuuaed to expunge a portion 
of The Con^rossiunal iiccord and send 
a reitolution iutroduced by hiui last July 
to the attorney geucral. The latter 
resolution called for iuformatiou con- 
cerning the Pullman strike. This reso- 
lution has passed but was reconsidered 
on motion uf Mr. i'ugh of Alabama. 
Mr. Allen bitterly assailed this action 
and also attacked the a'torno^ general, 
to whom be attributed the aotion of tbo 
Alabama senator. Mr. Allen also oriti- 
died the action of the attorney general 
dnrinf the strike. 

Mr. Push (Dem., Ala.) Tlgoroaily 
defended the attitude taken by Mr. (H- 
ney, and pointed out what he regarded 
woold be tae impropriety of demanding 
the inf ormatiou asked for in the rteo. 
Inticm. He declared that tha position 
of the senator from Nebraska wai aa> 
reacouable and untenable. 

At 8 o'clock the whole matter went 
oyer and the senate, ou motion of Mr. 
Morgan, took ap tiia Nioaragaan canal 
bill. The bill was read at length. Mr. 
Morgan began iiis remarics by making a 
geuL'ral Biaiuuient of the national and 
international aspect of the subject, npon 
which the senate and house bLis agreed. 
Careful calculations, ho insisted, showed 
that the canal can be constructed at a 
cost that wutild yield a remunerative 
profit; that it wat) a necessary improve- 
niuut; that it would be ut the greatest 
importance to tiiu United States; that it 
could bo operated, and there waa noth- 
iuj< to render nupo.ssiblo concessions 
made by tlie Central American govern- 
ment to tiie cilizon.s of the United 
btaies. 

I'lnmhiiig this general htatemeut the 
senator tlovoted some time to tiie dls- 
ousdiun of the cUaiact<'risti(38 of the 
Country tlirougli winch it i.s prup<j.-<ed to 
build the canal aiid its advantageous 
route as compared with liial of the 
Panama canal route, and a.sborted that 
no fcui'li luipruvfmi nt could bo given to 
commerce as ths oonstructiou of this 
necessary completement to the tiuCE 
canal. The route is fea.siblo. the en- 
guietriiig ^vorK ea.sy, and there will be 
no extraordinary work reijuired ou aay 
place ou tiie whole route. 

Mr. Mor;<an quoted from the report 
of Chief hngiueor Menocal, m ho e.stv- 
uiuted that tne canal could be built for 
$tt5,0(X),(X)0, and uaid he thought that 
the expenditure of the i^l.ooo.UOU al- 
ready spent had demonstrated that the 
actual cost would be even lower than 
that estimated by Mr. Menoeal. The 
two lious. < of congress praotioolly 
agreed that i.lie cost of the oanal wunld 
be about |TU,UUO,000, and thegnards and 
restrictions to be thrown around the 
expenditures were matters of easy ad- 
justment. The manner of raising the 
money was a question of espediaBfur 
that should not be allowed to affeotiH 
construction. 

He argued in lupport of the proposi- 
tion that CQniewplatod gover&meut 
ownership in the canal. England owned 
stock in the Suea canal, and why ahonld 
not the United State* own stook in the 
Nioaragnan oanaL Uovemment owner- 
ship was the ouisr means by wliioh the 
gotenunent oould exert its influence 
oyer the oanal for the preteotion of its 
eitisens except by force. The oauai 
must be built under the fostering care 
of some goTtonment. We must act 
now, or abandon the canal to ite fa'te. 
To abandon it now was a responsibility 
he was unwilling to aMuma and a 
dereliction to the people would net 
forget. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Morgan's 
speech, Mr. Mitchell of Oregon briefly 
expressed hii> hearty approval of the 
scheme to build the canal, and said hs 
thought there was no great difference 
among the people regardiaj^ the propri- 
ety of the work of construction. 

The senate then, at 4:16 p. m., went 
into executive seii^oat and at 4:80 p. m.

Mrs. l^itner. nee * ar- 
ter, ol Athens, had just fliiishcd sprcail- 
in^ her wedding i, resents about the 
room, valued at several thousaud do.- 
lar.i and had gone down to dinner win n 
the fire .stui ied. The preseut.s and lier 
hand.'-oiutj trosseuu were destroyt 1. 
Two otiier iiewly married ci.nptes who 
had at tiioir own exj) 'Usi; furiii.shed 
aiiartiiK'Uts m tiie house, lost ull tli .r 
furniture and iiiiuij- weiidiiig f^if'ts. l..e- 
Kant ;,'owiis wi ro po^s' sscd by the u, i

FIRE IN A CLOTHING STORE. 

Sevrral lumMtt -t liuvu a Narrow I »< »po 
Kruiii l>HUth. 

LofisvnxK, Dec. 11. — Fire broke out 
at 4:45 o'olook yesterday uftornoou iu 
the large clothing store of Levy Brothers, 
on the comer of Third and Market 

streets, and for a time jii iiin.^eil to be a 
disastrous one. The Liinlniiii,c in ii lurgo 
f>-Htory brick, and was well stueki^d. 
The flames, which started in ouo (jf the 
large fr. 'ut windows that was being 
dresM d for the holida\s, sjir-^'d rapidly 
and soon coiiimunicuted to tiie i.levatur 
shaft in the front of the store. Three 
alarms were turned m, and in a short 
time tlie entire tiro ilepai tiiieut was ou 
the grouiKi. The store was crowdod 
with (Hi:)tomc'rs, and a panic ensued. 
The store lilled rapidly with smoke, and 
It was with great dittlculty that it was 
cleared. A number of women fainted 
and bad to be carried out of the build- 
ing. 

i)u the fifth floor wpre ei^lit employes 
includiu;^ one woman, Miss Kalt; Fo- 
garty. Seeing that every avenue of es- 
cape had been cut off from below, thoy 
made their way to the roof. A shout 
went up from the crowd below when 
they were discovered and a ladder 
was quiokly run ap by the hreuien, but 
it was foaud to be too short. The little 
groap on the roof was beginning to de- 
spair when James Lue, a dot, secured a 
ladder near the flagstaff and fasteued it 
to the roof, but it also was too short to 
reach the roof of the Turf Exchange 
adjoining. Lee still kept a cool head, 
and at the risk of his own life, he ran 
to a wire and cut it iu half. Then ho 
polled enough of it in to suit his pur- 
pose. Attaching one cud of the wire to 
the ladder, be caught hold of u and 
slid in safety to the roof of the Turf 
£xobange. 

Eneouraged by this daring deed, the 
others, with the exception of Miss 
7ogariy, who was too weak to move, 
followed the boy and reached tha roof 
ta safety. 

Misa Foaarty was later rescued by 
firemen. Snewas badly burned about 
the faoe and her hands were eat by 
falling glass. Heroonditiea Is aot re- 
giurded as serious.

The price <i.;i cents per bushel 
higher than tho average price for tho 
decade 1S8() to 1S8U, and is just 4 cents 
higher than the average for tho tour 
years IbKO to 1HU3. 

Tho average price of wheat is 49. s 
cents per bushel, the lowest price iu the 
past 35 years. The price is 33.1) cents 
less than the average (or the jrears IMiO 
to 1689, aud is i'i.X cents less than the 
average for the four years 1800 to 18U3. 

The returns make the general priuo 
per bushel of rye GO.o cents, which is 
1.3 cents lower than the price at the 
same date last year. 

The average farm price of oats as re- 
turned for Dec. Is this year, is 4. 1 cents 
higher than for the corresponding date 
last year, being 32.!) cents jper Dushal 
against -M.^ cents Dec. 1, m»8. 

The average farm price of barley is 
44.8 oents per bushel, against 40.0 cents 
for the year lb<J3, or a gain of 8.7 cents. 
The price fur mi was 47.2. 

The average price of buckwheat is 
o6.!) oents per bushel, against 69 cents 
for the year 1888, or a decline of S.8 
cents. 

The returns show the average price 
of hay to be 18.86 per ton, while that of 
last year on the farms was |0.18. 

The average price of tobacco is re- 
turned at 0.7 oents per poimd, against 
7.8 cents last year, a difference of 1.1 
oents. The average farm price in Ken- 
tucky, whioh is the state of tho largest 
production, is S.6 oents (xir pound, or 
i.'i below tho average for the coimtry.

THE ''BALTIMORE CURRENCY 
PLAN." 

Mr. A. P. Ilepborn, who wm Oomp- 

troUor under l'ii'.>ii(lt'iu Han isDii, has an 
interesuug uiticlu in thu curniil num- 
ber of the Foraui on the "Baltimore 
plan" -f i nir. iicy reform. The |irticle 
hixH iui a<l<liu<>n;il interest in view of the 
fact that the "Baltimore plan" has now 
been endor.-^eti by tlie admiuistratioa. 

Mr. Hepburn reviews the history of 
our currencv system, ixunts out tlie 
mistaliea that have been made and 
ehowa the lulvMitagM to the people of 
an elaatic currency, inch a.^ tlic "Balti- 
mor«t plan*' would, it ia claimed, xive. 
The most interesting feature of his 
article, however, is a table of figures 
which he givea allowing just how the 
National banking system has operated 
during' tlie i)a8t thirty years. We quote : 

Let us examine our own experience 
since tlie i rcation of the Natinnal liank- 
intr system us be.irin>: upon tlic sitfety- 
liiiiil jiiinciple. I am indelito'l to the 
(V)mptrnlli'r of the Currency for the 
I'olldwin;: :

In reganl to this the OomptroUar Biys 
in reply to my letter; 

"Tliese figures verify your conclusion 
to the etrect that a tax on outstanding 
circulation of one-fifth of 1 per cent, 
would have repaid the cost of the 
National hanks to the general govern- 
ment, and also tliat a tax of one-fourth 
of 1 per cent, would have redeemed the 
notes of all failed National banks -in 
fact, a tax of two-flfths of 1 per cent, 
wotud have been ample to meet both 
the cost of that system and the redemp- 
tion ot the notes of failed National 
banka." 

If an annual tax of two-fifths of 1 per 
cent, would suffice to defray all expense 
and redeem every note 01 every failed 
bank for the past thirty-one years, a 5 
per cent, guarantee-fund maintained by 
the banks is certainly ample to protect 
tlie (iovcriiment ajrainst loss in guaran- 
teeing the redciiiptioii of notes. Ilut as 
further evidence let me i|U(ite the fol- 
lowing, altio iriiiM ('(implroUer Jsckels: 

•'In further auj'wer to your letter of 
Sejitciiilicr 1:!. you are ref|iectfully 
advi-ed thai thc' 1o>^m to the general 
government on account of circulation of 
failed National bank'^, up to .latm.njy 1, 
l.S'.H, had there been no bonil deposit, 
would have been S;i,!:',!»,2.'):{. Of this 
amount ■J't'iS,'.' 17 represents the loss by 
banks whose trusts are still oj)en ami 
may pay further dividends, thus reduc- 
ing the amount last named." 

Under present laws the < iovernment is 
bound to redeem all notes of laded banks 
and is given a prior lien upon the assets 
of the failed banks to reimburse such 
payment. With this law in force and 
without bonds to secure circulation, the 
Government would during these thirty- 
one years have lost not exceeding Sl,i;5!»,- 
253. An annual tax of three-hundredths 
of 1 per cent, upon circulation would 
have covered this loss. Surely a 5 per 
cent guarantee fund maintained by the 
banka will make circulation perfactly se- 
cure. 

The experience of thirty-one years of 
our nation's history, years replete with 
many periods of depression, yet, withal, 
characterized by marvelous growth in 

population ami unprecedented commer- 
cial and financial development, certainlv 
constitutes a safe criterion upon which 
to base legislation for the future. 

This is a valuable bit of information 
and should at least set at rest any doubt 
that may exist as to tbi safety of the 
plan under discussion, itya th« Rich- 
mond (Va) State.

by the executive committee of the Ken- 
tucky Bureau of Immigration at the 
meeting which was bM bat wttk in 
Looiarille. / 
The annual meeting of the buieau 

members will Ite held on the last Tues- 
day in October, and the executive com- 
mittee will meet quarterly. 

The following extracts from the arti- 
cles of association show tlie plan of 
organisation and aoopa of tha work that 
will be prosecuted : 

Says Article 2, Section 1: "The pur- 
pose of said bureau shall be to promote 
the progress of Kentucky, by collecting 
accurate information respecting the nat- 
ural resonrcea of the State wherever it 
shall be moat beneficial to the localities. 
Second, by aiicertaining the wants of 
caintal seeking investment and of pros- 
pective settlers on one band, and of the 
individuals and oommanities seeking 
capital and increased population on the 
other, and bringing the iwo classes to- 
gether. Third, by endeavoring to pro- 
duce the passage of laws which will en- 
courage ttie influx of capital and popu- 
lation. 

"Section 2. It shall be the aim of. the 
bureau to guard against interference or 
competition with the business of local 
real estate or other corporations, but to 
co-operate with all found worthy of as- 
sistance and iudorsement." 

Article 3 says : 

" The fund for maintaining the btireau 

and for publishing and distributing a 
monthly bulletin of lands for sale in the 
State and other necessary information 
should be raised by pro rata amsament 
of the counties." 

In Article 5 is set forth the plan of 
State and county organisation as follows : 

" Section 1. There shall be an executive 
committee, of which the President shall 
be Chairman exK>fficio, consisting of five 
from the State at Airge and one from 
each Con^TcssioDal district. Those now 
constituting this committee shall bold 
their office for one year or nntil thdr 
successors are cliosen; and when said 
c )mmittee is called together five mem- 
bers ahall constitute a quotum. An ad- 
visory committee of three members shall 
be annually elected by the executive 
committee, which, when the latter is not 
in s e s si on, shall have the full power of 
the executive committee. 

" Section 2. Each district member of the 
executive committee ahall be in charge 
of the Congressional district represented 
by him, and he shall organize the sev- 
eral counties in his district as follows: 
In each county he ahall appoint a chair- 
man for said county, who shall select, as 
a county committee, one or more from 
each Maglaterial district, the duty of 
which committee shall be to collect the 
amount assessed by the executive com- 
mittee for the respective counties, and 
remit the same to the district chairman, 
compile information respecting the re- 
sources of the county, make out lists of 
land for sale therein, giving the char- 
acter, condition and the lowest price at 
which itwill be sold."

"The ijuestion has been raised," says 
the AVinchester Democrat, "as to wheth- 
er the Magistrates elected in November 
shall take poaaession of their ofilces Jan- 
uary 1st with the other officers elect, or 
not.

The oflice of Magistrates, how- 
ever, was created by the old Constitution, 
and such being the case, it is not be- 
lieved that the term of an olficer elected 
under a previous Constitution can b,e 
shortened by the last one. It is thought 

that an agreed case will bo pre.sented to 
the Court of .\ppeal8 for adjudication."
